Origin of Strathmore 


Our worthy Mayor, in proposing the 
toast to “Bonnie Strathmore” at the 
Burns’ Festival, made passing refer- 
ence to the origin of the name, and 
stated quite correctly that there was 
no town, village or hamlet of that 
name in the old country, but neverthe- 
less there is a “Strathmore” in Scot- 
land. 

The large audience showed indica- 
tions to know more about it, and as 
the matter could not conveniently ‘be 
dealt with there and then I am sending 
you the result of my investigations. 

The result of my investigation is that 
our town undoubtedly took its name 
from the valley of Strathmore, which 
lies between the Grampian mountains 


(of “Douglas” fame) and the Sidlaw | 
Hills, in the county of Forfar, on the | 


east coast‘ of Scotland. The name is 
derived from the Gaelic, “strath” mean- 
ing “valley” and “more”, or more prop- 
erly “mhor” (‘big’), It is interesting 
to note that the Earl of Strathmore 
owns and resides at Glamis Castle, 
situate in the valley of Strathmore, 


formerly owned by Macbeth, who was , 


thane of Glamis. 

Believing that it was time to get in- 
formation as to place names here- 
about, I got in touch with Mr, William 
Pearce, of the C.P.R., Calgary, who 
sent me an interesting description 
about Strathmore. You will notice 
that very many names of stations on 
the C.P.R. have Scotch names. You 
may probably not remember that the 


original Strathmore was down at the | 
bottom of the valley just to the west | 


of Eagle Lake, so that the description 


of the valley of Strathmore would to) 
some extent fit the conditions sur- | 


runding the original site. which was 
about four miles east of the present 
town of Strathmore. 

The old town of Strathmore was im- 
mediately south of Eagle Lake, about 
the north-east corner of section 19-23 
24, Cheadle, the first town to th 
west of it, was named after Dr. 
Cheadle, of Milton and Cheadle fame 
Namaka is an Indian name, Gleichen 
was calleq after the celebrated finan- 
cier, and Cluny is Scoteh-enoueh fs 
anyone.

Ouida, the novelist, wrote a novel 
called “Strathmore, or Wrought by His 
Own Hand.” Probably you may have 
read it. It was published, I think, in 
the early seventies, and at one time I | 
imagined that Strathmore was called 
after the novel, but no doubt I was mis- 
taken, 

The superintendent of construction 
of the C.P.R. from Medicine! Hat west | 
was the late James Ross, and he was 
rather prone to giving Scotch names, 
so, I presume, that your suggestion 
is probably correct. | 

As already stated the old site was in 
the valley which extends from Eagle 
Butte and then south-easterly to the 
Bow River, The present location of 
Strathmore has nothing particularl, 
suggestive of the valley.

LOYALTY TO THE U.F.A, 
a ow 


Attached to this title there is a world 
ot romance, which recalls to our 
memories histopical incidents in the 
history of our native lands. 

It matters not whether we be from 
across the line or across the ocean, 
all of us have heard the expression 
“He” or “We” are decended from 
old “Loyalist” stock, and, invariably 
the words are spoken with a gentle 
pride. 

The spirit embodied in it has built 
up kingdoms and republics, ang the 
Victorian armies of hfstory were 
welded together and owed their sue- 
cess to the’ magic word “loyalty”. 

Sir Henry Thornton, when he took 
over the management -of the C.N.2. 
in his address to the employees, askel 
for the co-operation and loyalty of the 
staff in his endeavour to maké a 
“wreck of a railroad” into a financial 
success, and today, what had once 
been a bye-word, has become a nation- 
al pride. 

The word itself for generations was 
practically monopolized by. kings, gov- 
ernments, and army leaders, I don't 
think I ever heard an address by a 
general or a commander of any rank 
but the expression of “loyalty” was in- 
cluded, “Be ye loyal to your king, 
cause, and country, and to. one 
another.” That was the motto. 

During the Great War, and in the 
trenches in winter time when the ar- 
mies were in the grip of King Winter, 
the tactics were to creep into the en- 
emies lines and bomb his dug-outs, and 
to guard against this, “listening” or 
‘Bombing” posts were organized. Here, 
from two to four men would spend the 
night of ten or twelve hours, peering 
over the parape; into the darkness, 
ever on the alert for raiding parties, 
and, as the days grew into weeks, and 
the excitement of the first watch or 
two wore off, men were apt to become 


‘again ordinary mortals, and it was 


only that word “loyalty” to their com- 
rades behinds the lines that kept the 
men awake. 

it is easy to be loyal when the pipes 
are skirling, or the band is playing, 
and you feel the presence of a thous- 
and men; but out in “no man’s land” 
on your lonesome, or With only a com- 
rade or two, and the cold creeping into 
the marrow of your bones, anq lice 


‘creeping over your flesh, and fear 


creeping down your spine, and a wish- 
ing to h— ye were hame in yer bed 
wi’ the cat. It’s then when a man be- 


| gins to disect and possibly wonder it 


he couldn't find another meaning for 
loyalty. 

It is easy to be loyal go the ura. | 
when the convention is on, and the 
flags are flying, and thousands keep 
tune to the “rally”, but out at your own 
little Local, with only a comrade or 
two, and your neighbors teWing that 
you are dead, and sometimes thinking 
you are, and often wishing you were 

hat’s the time that loyalty stirs your 
sloog and puts your back against the 
wall, and gives you caurage to “carry 
on’. Courage to keep your Local go- 
ing in the face of indifference, and a 
thousand ills that the U.F.A. is heir to, 
A Local is never dead so long as it has 
one live member, and he could be 
counted out until he is a corpse, and 
the bugler sounds the last post over 
his rémains. ;
